Szegedin, the town in southeast Hun- 
gary which has been almost svrept out of 
existence by a terrible flood, a short 
time before its destruction had" a pop- 
ulation of some 63,000 souls. It is the 
capital of the county of Csongrad, is 
situate immediately opposite the con- 
fluence of the great rivers Theiss and 
Maros, and is distant 100 miles from 
Pesth. It is divided into what is 
known as the Palanlia or central town, 
containing the residences of numerous 
nierchants, tlio upper and lower towns 
and Now Szegeciin, standing on the 
east bank of the Tlieiss and reached by 
a bridge of boats, Tho place is re- 
nowned for tho construction of the 
best floating mills and tho neatest boats 
in Hungary, whilst amongst its factor- 
ies many were celebrated for tho man- 
ufacture of soap, woolen good.s, leather 
and tabacco. It exported corn, rape 
seed and tallow in large^quMitities, and 
was a considerable consumer of 
wine, timber and the manu- 
factures of Vienna and Bohemia. 
Although badly lighted and pav- 
ed it had, previous to its demo- 

. lition, haudaomo hospitals, public 
schools, churches, theatres and public 
ofiices. Although it is impossible to 
form any correct estimate of tho loss 
of life occasioned by the dreadful <lis- 
aster which has visited the town, there 
is every reason to believe it is enor- 
mous. Latest dispatches give details 
of the falling of buildings, crushing be- 
neath them hundreds who had sought 
refuge within their walls, and the flood 
still prevails with gj*eat violence," rush- 
ing with a terrific roar over portions of 
the doomed town and causing destruc- 
tion to life and property in its mad 
career. The inmates of an orphanage 
have fallen victims to its cruel work of 
devastation and to add to the horrors 
of the situation tho fire-fiend is aiding 

.in th3 extermination of the once flour- 
ishing place. New Szegedin, which 
stands at a lireater elevation than tho 
rest of the town, is receiving thousands 
of fugitives and relief trains have been 
dispatched from Pesth. The flood is 
tho most terrible recorded for many 
years past.

London, March, 13. — The Daily 
News' special from Szegedin since last 
telegram says: Water has risen in the 
town five feet. Tho situation is be- 
coming worse and worse. Sixty thou- 
sand persons are without a roof to 
cover them. It is feared the loss of 
life has been very gi-eat and it will in- 
crease during this terrible night. The 
foregoing coming directly from the spot 
is probably more trustworthy than of- 
ficial accounts previously received from 
Pesth. Violent attacks in the Hun- 
garian Diet may; possibly cause the 
govornmont to make its report of tho 
disa.^ter as favorable as possible. Ac- 
counts from Vienna say the upper 
floors of all high houses are crammed 
with peojjle in momentary fear of death. 
It is thought some few houses, which 
arc built of stone, may stand. 

Pestii, March 13. — Tho latest I'cport 
this. evening from the special govern- 
ment commissioner at Szegedin says 
nine corpses are reported. 

Pestii, IMarch 12. — Hundreds of 
square miles in tlie neighbohood of 
Szegedin are flooded. Crops in the 
district are lost. The Government 
sent forty .thousand florins for tho re- 
lief of tho inhabitants. Several fires 
occurred, and strong suspicions are en- 
tertained of incendiiirisni. The water 
i.s .still rising, l)ul connnunication to- 
wards Teineswar is still open. The 
irruption of water came at last so 
suddenly that the workmen barely had 
time to reach the town. Ample pro- 
visions of boats had been made through- 
out the town, but it is feared such an 
inundation happening in tho depth of 
night cannot but drown many persons. 
Telegraiihic communication with Szege- 
din was interrupted during the gi'eater 
part of Wednesday until evening.

London, ilarcli l-l, — The marriage 
presents were displayed in the white j 
drawingroom of the castle. The ofh- ; 
cers of the Royal Artillery, in which the 
Duke of Connaught held a position, 
after leaving Woolwich Academy, yes- 
terday presented him with a handsome 
silver centre piece representing a squad 
of artillery seizing a gun. The room 
was filled with costly and splendid gifts 
and works of art. Diamonds blazed in 
one corntr on a .special table reserved 
for them. A centre table was occu- 
pied by plate, and couches had furs, 
cloak.s, lace and emaroidery disposed 
upon Uiem. The Queen gave a mag- 
nificent diamond tiara, brilliants hang- 
ing down in sparkling peaks from a 
centre wreath of brilliants of pure 
water, and also a pearl and diamond 
pendant. 

London, March, 13, — The United 
Kingdom staple chase at Croyden was 
won by "Verity." 

RojiE, March 13. — A confidential 
agent of Bismarck has arrived at the 
Vatican. He has instructions to re- 
ject any proposal involving the modi- 
fication of the May laws. It is stated 
that the Pope now waives all con- 
troverted points, except those strictly 
involving papal principles and dignity.

Paris, March 13. — It is expected 
that Waddington will make the rejec- 
tion of the impeachment by a majority 
of the Left a question of confidence by 
giving in his speech this evening a 
clear indication of the Government's 
policy.

[Per Stcaiuer Isabel.) 

In a recent trial in one of the Lan- 
cashire Courts it was shown that -18,- 
000 pieces of gi-ay shirting.s, shipped 
from an English manufactory, on ar- 
riving at Shanghai, were badly mildew- 
ed, and, that the damage was caused by 
salt used in the sizing to increase the 
weight. The goods were sold by weiglit 
and by this process ofsizingfourpounds 
of cotton were made to weigh eight 
pounds and a quarter. It is evident 
that a little more honesty might go a 
long way in lielping the English manu- 
facturer to recover lost prestige. 

A writer in London Truth tells tho 
following of the present Prime Minis- 
ter: — "Lord Beaconsfield never hits at 
random, and it is noticeable that he 
likes to select for puni-shment pushing 
men of the talkative sort. He once 
disposed of Lord Grey very contempt- 
uously by referring to him as 'poor 
Lord Grey.' Of Mr. Carlyle he said: 
'He has his reasons for writing civilly 
of Cromwell — Cromwell would have 
hanged him.' Of Mr. Browning: — 'I 
like Mr. Browning's ^vtrses,yancl?! wish 
somebody woiild traiisl ate"" theifh into 
English.' A lady was telling tho Pre- 
mier that she had been to INIr. Spur- 
geon's Tabernacle, antl had had heard 
him preach a scathing political sermon, 
in which he (Lord Beaconsfield) was 
much abused. 'I wish I had been 
there,' was tho dry rejoinder; 'I have 
heard he can be very amusing.'" 

The Ritualistic disputes at St. James', 
Ilatcham, continue. On Sunday, Jan- 
uary 27th, the Rev. H. A. Walker, 
the new vicar, intended to hold a morn- 
ing service at eleven o'clock, He and tho 
churchwardens were present in tho 
building about half-past ten o'clock. 
On seeing a gilt cross and two candle- 
sticks with candles on the communion 
table, Ish: Saunders, tho parishioners' 
churchwarden, removed them and 
placed them in the vestry. He said he 
did this because the ornaments were 
illegal, and he was anxious that there 
should not be any cause for the con- 
tinuance of disturbances amongst the 
congregation. Upon this tho vicar de- 
clared that therQ would not be any 
service, and all parties left the church, 
A crowd had collected at the west 
door, audoncoming outof the church the 
vicar informed Mr. Saunders that he 
should attend in tho afternoon, but if 
tho articles were not restored there 
would again be no service. A lady in 
crowd cried out, "Better have no ser- 
vice if there cannot be any without 
candlestioka" Tho clergyman with his 
bag then walked away. In about half 
an hour the following notice was post- 
ed on the west door: — "There will be 
no service this morning in consequence 
of the interference of Mr. Churchwar- 
den Saunders. Evening service at 3 
p. m. if it can be hold without mo- 
lestation. — Henry Aston Walker, 
Vicar, Jan. 26, 1879." By this time 
the crowd had considerably increased. 
It was a respectable assemblage, and in- 
cluded a number of ladies. The notice 
had scarcely been up a minute or two 
when it was torn down. Air. Saunders 
addressing the people, informed them 
of what he hadjdone, and-of the deter- 
m inntion to ' hold iio ' seh-ice. The 
crowd expressed its approval of tlie 
action of Churchwarden by loud cheers 
and then dispersed. There was a still 
larger crowd present at three o'clock, 
but Mr. Saunders informed them that 
the cross and candlesticks had not been 
replaced, and that the vicar had declin- 
ed to hold a service. A notice identical 
with the one placed on the west door 
in the morning liad in the meantime 
been nailed on tiie north door. Ac- 
cordingly no service was held, and tho 
people adjourned to a .space i.u front of 
the school, where much altercation 
took place, arising out of reports that 
a crucifix had been placed in the child- 
ren's room. The Ohjirchwardens dis- 
cussed the subject between tliemselves, 
the police not allowing any one else to 
enter.

PHIVILEOE. 

Mr. Evans, in a voice quivering with 
emotion, rose and statod tliat he regretted 
to see in The Cohuist an article roflecting 
most Berioualy on Mr. SpeakeiV' by stat- 
' ing that ho gave his decisions according 
to the wish of tho Govornmont. Sucli 
was, if. false, an insult to tho House, as it 
was attacking Mr. Speaker as tho liead of 
that assembly. He trusted Mr. Speaker 
would not allow himself to be snubbed in 
that way. Though tho editor of tho pa- 
per was responsible, yet he (Mr. E.) 
knew full well who had written the piece 
complained of, and thut he was not far 
off. 

Several niembora called for names but 
Mr. Evans did not respond to the appeal 

'/ Mr. Speaker said he gave his decisions 
on his own responsibility, and as impar- 

' tially as possible. Tho course of The Colo- 
nist towards tliis liero House was most im- 
proper. 

MAURIAQES.

Mr. Galbraitli wislied to know whether 
^ the amondmonts proposed to this bill had 
boon printed. 
Mr. Drummond said he was ready to go 
' on with the bill. 

1 The House then went into committee 
■ with Mr. Pimbury in the chair. ,• . 

Mr. Evans asked for a cdpy'Of the im- 
proved bill. 

Mr. Drummond said tho bill as first put 
into the hands of tho members was as 
good a bill as. coukl bo concocted, (laugh- 
ter). The hon. gentleman from Cariboo 
and others knew nothing of this matter, 
and he would advise them to sit still and 
listen to the logic of members who had 
more experience; he knew there were 
several words introduced to save a lino or 
so of Englisli, such aa "pro ianto," whicli 
.. was certainly not Welsli, but meant 
"everything." (Laughtor). This bill had 
been comprised from bills in Ontario, 
Oalifprnia and all that kind of thing, 
(l^aughter). To leave joking and porpr 
gVinatjons alone (laughter) ho would now 
(vsk that the 5th clause be I'oad and pass- 
ed and the bill proceeded with. He 
niust insist on tho bill passing. (Laugh- 
tor). 

Mr. Evans said all agreed that somo- 
thing should bo done, but he did not 
think the hon. gentleman had found a 
remedy for the •vil; ho had been oflfered 
aBsistance from hon. gentlemen, but had 
refused to avail liimsolf of their services. 

Mr. Drummond— Oh! I know you want 
to kill tho bill. 

Mr. Evans said he had no desire to kill 
the bill, but if tlio hon. gentleman would 
only take a little advice (Mr. Drummond, 
Oh, Pshaw!) tlio bill could bemadoa good 
one, but at present it was simply unintel- 
ligible. He would bo willing to render 
any assistance in his power. 

Mr. Drummond said the bill had re- 
ceived the attention of wise heads, both 
in Ontario, Nova Scotia, California, Aus- 
tralia, Nebraska, Missouri and such like 
places. He was willing to make any roa- 
lonable reduction in order to get the bill 
on the Statutes. His friend might give 
vent to his feelings because ho bad lived 
in an obscure country (laughter) and op- 
pose tho bill, but this he did not from 
principle but from ignorance (laughter.) 
He did not wish to say any more (Hon. 
Mr.Walkem-Hearjhoar), Tho hon. gentla- 
nwn may Bay boar, hear, but ha muat not 



shrink from tlie passing of this bill, 
(laughter.) Ho (Mr. D.) would go to tlie 
country on it, as he was supporting the 
workingman. 

Mr. Abrams said ho could well under- 
stand such a bill passing through an as- 
sembly whern there were sixty or seventy 
lawyers, but there were too many law 
phrases and quibbles in it for this House 
to decide. 

Mj. Drummpnd-7Tear 'em out, then. 

Mr. Abrams— I move tho Committee 
rise and report progress. 

Mr. Drummond — Oh, git ! 

The Connnitteo then rose and reported 
progress. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm suggested that tlie 
hon. gentleman should refer tho bill to a 
Select Committee to assist him as it was 
too serious a matter to bo dealt witli by 
one member. The bill was a good one, 
but as it now stood ho must say it ovon 
puzzled him. 

Tho bill was then refen-ed to a Commit- 
tee consisting of Mesai-s. Humphreys, Mc- 
Gilli^'ray, Abrams and Drummond. 

" MDNIOIP.aiTY ACT. ' 

Hon. Mr. Beaven .said this was a short 
bill drawn up from tho recommendation 
of a committco appointed to enquire into 
Municipalities in general. 

Tlio bill wiis read a second time.

The House then resolved itself into 
Committee on this Bill with Mr. Evans 
in the Chair. 

Mr. Wilson said lie understood tho 
member for Yale had wished to withdraw 
his amendment having considered it was 
unwise for a private member to attempt 
to alter the roproaontation of the country. 
Ho quitejojpreod .witii'thi^.andf thought it 
would be well" for the" Government" to 
place a resolution on the journals that it 
was undesirable that the representation 
should bo altered without tho consent of 
tho people thomsolves. He would with- 
draw his amendment with the consent of 
tho House. , , . . 

Mr. Ash - said '-a- '■private member had 
every right to introduce such a measure 
(hear, hear) though it was the duty of tho 
Govornmont to bring forward such fpios- 
tions, and when they failed to do so it 
was by no means fair or just that they 
|3houla stiffie debate bccauso it might bo 
against them. (Heai-, hear.); .As for the 
people being consiiltod.it was aii absiird-. 
ity. They rotumod members to the 
House to represent their interests. If 
hon. gentlemen are to refer all questions 
ho would wish to know why thoy wore 
sent to, tho House. (Hear.) It was a 
most extraordinary mode of procuduro 
and one which he couM not stand. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho people 
were unwilling that tho representation 
should be altered without their consent, 

Mr. Vernon said lie had remarked the 
other day that it was absurd that any 
member should be allowed to alter the 
representation as they pleased. Tho Gov- 
ernment should bring in those Constitu- 
tion Bills themselves. 

Tho chair said this bill was introduced 
by con.sent of the Government and Mr. 
Vernon's was not and was therefore out 
of order. (Cries of order, order.) 

Mr. Mara said ho would wish the chair- 
man to understand that he was not allow- 
ed to carry on any argument with the 
committee. (Hear, hoar.) He must not 
dictate to the committeo (hear, hear) or 
hold tlireats over any hon. gentleman's 
head. (Hoar, ho.ar.) The chairman m'ust 
remember his position. ■ 

Clause 1 then vsjood^i^'j,^,^^^ 

Clause 2, to tako onoiriombor fromCow- 
ichan and givo one to Nanaimo. 

Mr. Smitho said this could not pass 
with his consent though ho had but little 
doubt it would pass without it. Ho had 
spoken at length against tho second read- 
ing of the bill and ho would confine his 
remarks now to a phase of tho question 
ho had not before touched upon. Ho 
would, however, first refer to the only 
thing that had been attempted to bo suid 
by the Government in favor of this 
clause of tho bill, viz: that the matter 
had already been decided by tho people 
at the last election. Ho denied that this 
was tho case and challenged any member 
of the Government to say that from the 
hustings or elsewhere he had annonnced 
an intention of taking a member from 
Cowichan. The simple fact was thoy 
could not poBsibly;Blu)w that . , any , equita-: 
ble reason existed " for 'disfranchising his 
district, and if it had sent two menibei-s 
to support tho Government instead of as 
it was, the proposition to deprive it of ad- 
aquato representation would never have 
been heard of. (Hear, hear). Ho was 
astonished that the member for Nanaimo 
did not'better underatarid; ''v^hat Jwos ;duo 
to his district than to aubinit this clause. 
Nanaimo at the time of confederation wiis 
a place of comparatively small importance, 
and its industries had been in thoir in- 
fancy; but Nanaimo had outstripped its 
neighbors in rapidity of development and 
now demanded representation proportion- 
ate to its wealth and population and re- 
sources. (Hoar, hoar). Every one (ho 
said) know the moaning of and nccosaity 
for the maintainunce of tho balance of 
power. In Europe millions of money, 
and ho might add millions of men, had 
been sacrificed in order to maintain the 
balance of power "among the nations. 
When the Constitutional Act was passed 
due regard wa.s had to "the balance of 
power" between mainland and island, as 
was shown in the division of representa- 
tion 13 and 12. He woiilcl call tlie .'\ttgu- 
tion of tlie CQinmittOP, and partioularly 
that of tho momberfl for Comox and Na- 
naimo to tiio necessity of a balance of 
power between the two divisions of tho 
island, north and south, witli Victoria and 
Nanaimo aa the respective capitals, Na- 
naimo tlie chief of tho north now rivaled 
Victoria, and it was probably only a ques- 
tion oiE a short time whetf JNanaimo with 
its wealth-producing industries would go 
ahead of Victoria with its mercantile in- 
terests j and its member, Mr. Abrams, 
ought to perceive ho wiis leaving the bal- 
ance of power just whore it was before, 
tho interests of Cowiohan and Nanaimo and 
Comox being identical, and at tho present 
time they together send four members to 
to tho House, or i of tho Vancouver dele- 
gation, while Victoria with its . suburban 
districts, Esquimalt and Saanich sent 8 
members or -J of tho repreaoiitation of tho 
Island. Was this a proper balance of 
power? The member for Nanoimo could 
not say it was if he would take tho voters, 
list and make t^io calculation. Yot this 
bill of his proposed to leave the balance 
just where it was. The northern part of 
the ialand with its large and rapidly in- 
creasing population, its extensive and 
rapidly increasing population, it extensive 
and varied resources, its largo area, and 
and with Nan.^imo for its head, was to 
have no more than while a limited area 
on the Boulhern extremity of the 
ishuid .with Victoria for its centre would 
hftVO w hifore f . Could this bo called an 



auiendmonfc to tho constitution! "Why 
did not Nanainio's member support him 
(Mr. S.) in taking a member from Victor- 
ia's suburban district Esquimalt and giv- 
ing it to Nanaimo; then indeed the bal- 
ance of power between north and south, 
between Victoria and Nanaimo, would bo 
placed on a more equitable footing. 
(Hear, hear). The hon. gentleman con- 
tinued at some length and concluded by 
moving an amendment to take a member 
from Esquimalt instead of from Cowiohau 
and to give it to Nanaimo at tho next 
general oloction. 

Mr. Helgoson in speaking against tho 
amendment said Esquimalt Di.strict com- 
pared most favoi-ably with any other Dis- 
trict; thoy grew everything tlioro besides 
whicli they had a magnificent harbor, one 
which has been the feeder of the whole 
country for yoiurs. Cowichan-on tho other 
hand ho considered would have ceased to 
exist but for Esquimalt. 

Mr. Pimbury said that during tho 
whole of tho debate ho had never said 
anything against Nanaimo. Wlien tho 
Govornmont monibcrs wore speaking in 
support of Kootonay'a claim thoy had 
much to say in favor of its uudevoloped 
resources, but if ^V^^^^ntJappliGd-to 
Kootcnay why should it not tfpply to Cow- 
ichan, which had many resources of groat 
value. Ho regretted that tho occupants 
of the Treasury benches had advanced no 
logical argument against tlio amendment 
introduced by his hon. colleague. Ho 
supposed if Esquimalt iiad sent . two mem- 
bers 5to;^pppoa.6^S^^ 

woulS liavo Deeii" found willing" to "'fako 
from it, and he asked hon. gentleinoii 
whether thoy considered this apropor and 
just w.ay of dealing with such an impor- 
tant question. The proposition of his 
colleague to substitute a member from 
Esquimalt did not destroy tho principle 
of tho BiU,'-,theref6ro mombors on both' 
sides of tho Houao could .support it if thoy 
desired to do justice. (Hc.nr, hear.) 

Mr. Abrams said that it wa.s right that 
Cowichan sliould lose one of its members 
and that at least one additional re[)rcsen- 
tative should be given to Nanaimo. It 
was hia intention to support tho bill us 
originally introduced and ho h6pQd."that 
before the oxi.sting term expired tho Oov- 
ernmeiit wuidd bo in apo.sition to give to 
Nanaimo lior ju.st rights. 

Mr. Ash had not intended to say any- 
thing on tho bill because n» passage was 
a foregone conclusion. Tho remarks of 
the member for Nanaimo, however, ren- 
dered it noccssary that he should ollbr a 
few remarks. Ho admitted that Nanai- 
■mo had increased considerably in impor- 
tance of late years; but ho felt a.s.sured 
that tho Government had brought in this 
biUbecauso they felt it necessary to 
bhahgd'tho representation and that could 
not be done without depriving some dis- 
trict of u monibor. He quite agreed with 
tho junior member for Cowichan that if 
that district had returned two supporters 
of the Government and Esquimalt two 
opponents, a member would have been 
taken from tho latter district. This was 
only human nature. Tlio hon. gentleman 
then explained that tho settlement of , 
Cowichan had boon materially retarded by 
the railway reservation, but as it had 
been resolved to give Nanaimo an extra 
member — to which she was very justly en- 
titled— and as tho district could only gain 
that member at the coat of another dia- 
trict he would reoommond tho roprosonta- 
tives fop Cowichan to accept the situation 
with as good a grace as possible. 

Mr. Drummond rose to defend 
his constituency, which he said had 
been termed a few grocers by the 
member for Cowichan. Ho wislicd 
to stato tlLat,^iiii"jytho district ho came 
from they made boilers, engines, manu- 
factured s.ishes, packed pork and even 
m.adc matches. (Laughter.) Talk about 
a mere jjarcel of grocers, why Victoria 
could make flour as well aa they could on 
tho Mainland, but at Cowichan they could 
not even pack thoir own pork. (Renewed 
laughter.) Thoy had to send it to Vic- 
toria to have it packed, Tho member for 
Cowichan had referred to Esquimalt, but 
if the terminus of the railway came there 
he would voto to givo it threo members, 
taking another one from Cowichan. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Smithe, in reply to Mr. Helgcsen, 
stated that tho argument that Esquimalt 
paid .1 larger revenue or was more im- 
portant than Cowiclian was quite absurd. 
Tho proposition of that member to absorb 
Cowiohan was just aa preposterous as 
would be an attempt on the i)art of a 
small terrier to swallow an ox, (Laughter. ) 
Tho hon. gentleman then pointed out to 
tho member for Nanaimo that ho (Mr. 
Abrams) w.'is content to permit the upper 
end-qf syancouver to return four members 
as'coinpared with eight from the small 
area comprised in the^ lower ond of tho 
Island. * 'If "Ml?. Abrams ''supported the 
amendment "he "would obtain five mem- 
bers for tho upper end against seven for 
the lower portion of the Island. The 
course pur.sued by the hon. member for 
Nanaimo was a poor return for all he 
(Mr. S.) had said for that district. In- 
stead of upholding tho claims of Cowichan 
as he Ehould havo done ho used all the 
language ho could control against them. 
The assertion that Cowichan had received 
more than her share of expenditure on 
improvements was incorrect, as unfortu- 
nately it had generally been Ida (Mr. 
S.'s) fate to bo in opposition to the gentle- 
men now occupying the treasury benches. 
It was true a former coUoaguo of his had 
supported tiiein, but they had never evinc- 
ed any gratitude for that support. The 
hon. gentleman then explained that the 
late Government intended to do more for 
Nanaimo than the; present; .Government, 
as it was provided in thoir • Constitution 
Bill to give the area now comprised in that 
disti'ict thri\o mon)bur3 instead of two 
as Viis proposed by the pro.iont measure, 
and tliis was in face of the fact that it had 
been originally intended to givo ono of 
the additional members to Cowichan. Eo- 
forring to tlic amendment ho thought he 
had clearly shown that a member should 
bo taken from Esquimalt and not Cow- 
ichan. • ■ 

Mr, Wilson — No, no. 

Mr. Smithe did not expect to convince 
the member who said "no," His re- 
marks wore addressed to thoso hon. gen- 
tlemen who had a sense of honor and fair- 
ness and only required to be shown and 
convinced what was right to do right. Ho 
ruled tlie member for Victoria City en- 
tirely, out of. tho count in this respect, 
(Hoaicyjliear.yri 

Mr. Abrams replied that ho had done 
all he possibly could for his district and 
hoped that the leader of the Opposition 
would not taunt him with deserting its 
interests. 

After further discussion the question 
was nut and tho amendment was voted 
down by a majority of 13 to 5. The clause 
then passed and the bill wa.s reported. 

THE TARIFK 

Mr. Vernon, whilst having no inten- 
tion of smothering tho report, moved that 
it bo referred back to tho committee. 

Mr. Wilson urged on tho chairman (Mr. 
Ash) to explain his view,s on the ,subjoct 
to the House. 

Mr. Ash said it was not his intention 
to make any statement to gratify the 
wishes of persons either inside or outside 



the House who desired to seo the Cana- 
dian tarifi' increased (hear, hear). The 
Hou.se 'could de.al with tho report aa it 
thought fit. If referred back he was suro 
the committee would givo it caroful con- 
sideration. 
Tho motion was carried.
